The latter somewhat unpronounceable naine lias been long 
used but the two were apparently first united by Sims in Curtis’s 
Botanical Magazine, xxiii. t. 882 (1800): “Les deux noms de Linné 
étant contemporains, le premier auteur cpii a établi la synonymie 
avait le choix entre les deux: c’est le nom qu’il a choisi qui est valable. 
Nous croyons que c’est Sims (bot. Mag. S82) qui a le primier réuni 
les <leux formes en 1806; il a choisi //. palustris comme nom de l’espèce 
collective, il convient donc de conserver cette dénomination.”—

Moss Fi.ora ok Noutii America. —Volume I, part 3 of tins comprehensive 
work 1 , bas just been issued. It covers tbree families, nainely t lie Encalyptaceae, 
Buxbaumiaceae and Pottiaceae, comprisinga total of 20 généra and 79 species. 
Tbe généra are as follows: (Encalyptaceae) Encalypta; (Buxbaumiaceae) 
Bujcbaunda and Diphyxcium; (Pottiaceae) Anoectangium, Aschysma, Astoinum, 
Il ’eixia, Gymnostomuvi, Eucladium, Rhamphidium, Trichostomum, Timmiella, 
Plevrochacte , Tortilla, Triquetrella, Leptodontium, Hyophila , Barbota, Rhexo- 
phyllum and Didymodon. Four new species are described, namely Buxbaumia 
subcylindrica (iront, Anoectangium arizonicum Bartr., Trichoxtomum spirale 
(Trout, and Barbota michiganemis Steere; wbile 5 species and û varieties are 
designated by new naine-combinations. Sixty-two species are represented by 
figures, of which 16 are bere published for the first time. As in previous parts, 
tbe autbor bas h ad tbe collaboration of specialists in tbe treatment of certain 
groups, tbe account. of tbe Encalyptaceae being contributed by Dr. Seville 
Flowers, that of Tortilla by Mrs. Inez M. Haring, and t bat of Didymodon and 
Barbota by Dr. W illiam C. Steere.—G. E. Nichols.
